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BREASTING THE CURRENT. 
There are certain 
periods 
in life 
‘when we need a steadying influence, 
when with our hopes and ambitions 
reduced to ashes 
and 
much of the 
work of years condemned to the scrap 
heap we begin to lose our nerve. Such 
periods recur at more or less frequent 
intervals in the lives of every indi­ 
vidual and prove deciding factors in 
the problem of our existence. 
It is 
not easy to suffer defeat and yet re­ 
tain that buoyancy of spirit and hard­ 
ness of sense, that undiminished faith 
and high courage necessary to the at­ 
tainment of those ends for which we 
strive. 
Repeated disappointments in­ 
duce lax methods 
of 
workmanship 
and that particular degree of discour­ 
agement so likely to develop into in­ 
difference. 
We argue that it is not 
worthwhile for us to continue our ef­ 
forts because we are doomed to fail­ 
ure; the results of our past endeavors 
show that fact plainly; therefore, we 
are merely wasting time and strength 
by attempting to breast a current that 
is far too strong for us to master. The 
fact, however, that others have mas­ 
tered the same current in which we 
struggle and have found a safe haven 
should be an example to us. No one 
cares to admit that another person can 
do w hat he cannot do, and self-respect 
alone should make us preserve to the 
end. 
The great trouble, however, is that 
when we begin to believe that we are 
waging a losing fight we become in­ 
different and are only coldly respon­ 
sible to those influences for good that 
creep into our lives in spite of our­ 
selves. 
By encouraging such an atti­ 
tude, however, we are in effect only 
loosing our hold upon 
the 
life-line. 
We permit ourselves to drift along 
aimlessly, caught by the tides of life 
and blown about 
by 
the 
winds of 
chance, and are forced to cling to 
whatever footing we may happen to 
obtain, whether it be barren rock or 
treacherous sands. 
What would we 
not give for a helping hand then? 
It 
may be that it is too late to hope for 
aid, or it may be that we have so com­ 
pletely cut ourselves off from others 
that there is only the merest chance of 
rescue. 
We see others fighting the 
same desperate fight, but they have in 
reserve a certain strength and a cer­ 
tain spirit of determination that en­ 
able them to breast the current and by 
degrees to save themselves. 
The dif­ 
ference between us is that those oth­ 
ers have never relinquished hope, fail­ 
ure has only keyed them up the more; 
they have not lost their heads nor 
surrendered themselves to fate. 
On 
the contrary, they have sought and 
found that steadying influence so nec­ 
essary to all, and have not permitted 
themselves to lose their hold upon it. 
They know that it is their life line and 
that upon it they may have to depend 
for their existence. 
It seems only 
natural that wrhat one person can do 
another can if he sets himself square­ 
ly to the task. 
Of course the meth­ 
ods of workmanship and the attend­ 
ing conditions may be very different, 
and the goals of endeavor as widely 
separated as the poles, but the princi­ 
ple is identical—the winning of a good 
fight. 
The varied experiences of the past 
half dozen years should have taught 
us the value of a steadying influence 
in life. 
The .war period with all its 


tremendous changes and great prob­ 
lems, its unusual obligations and its 
sudden creation 
of financial oppor­ 
tunities, was sufficient to set the san- I 
est man up in the air. A steadying in- j 
fluence was needed then, it is true, 
but what about the present, the after- 
math of the greatest economic revolu- j 
tion the world has ever witnessed? We 
hear a great deal about business de­ 
pression and coming failures and hard • 
times, but such things are to be look-1 
ed for to a degree after a period such 
as we

just 
passed 
through.! 
There will be many failures and much 
depression, it is true, before the world 
may hope to become normal again, j 
We have had our fling and now we j 
must pay the piper, but notwithstand-i 
ing all of this there is no need to lose I 
our heads.
